Not as Brilliant as Reported. 


Congressman O'Shaunessy has been 


assuring the people of Newport through 
eomeof our local papers that he haa 
secured more than a million dollars to 
be expended on torpedoes at this station. 
The facts in the case are, as we get 
them from Washington, that the ma- 
rine appropriation bill contains a clause 
appropriating something like a million 
dollars for the purchase of torpedoes 
and appliances, but as our fleet is 
almost destitute of torpedoes and the 
supply must be replenished in a hurry, 
most of this sum will be sent abroad 
for the purchase of foreign torpedoes^ 
which will cost some 57,000 each,, so 
that this station will get little benefit 
from this appropriation. 
There are 


other items in the bill that will be of 
benefit to this station.' One is of ?265,- 
000 for building a new machine shop 
and additions. 
When these improve- 


ments are made it will be possible to 
turn out three hundred torpedoes a 
year at about two thirds the cost of 
foreign torpedoes.
